Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  report  on  the  health  of  the 
Borough  of  Crewe  for  the  year  1959 • 

VITAL  STATISTICS 

During  1959 » 15  infants  died  before  reaching  the  age  of  1 year 
giving  an  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  of  17-8  per  1,000  live  births.  The 
number  for  1958  (19)  was  the  previous  lowest  figure  ever  recorded.  11  of 
these  infants  died  before  reaching  an  age  of  28  days.  One  three  months 
old  infant  died  from  Pneumonia  and  no  infant  death  was  ascribed  either  to 
Infectious  Disease  or  to  Castro  Enteritis  and  Diarrhoea. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  recorded  (599)  is  a reduction  on  the  rather 
high  figure  of  616  recorded  in  1958.  The  death  rate  per  1,000  resident 
population  having  increased  from  10.2  in  1956  to  12.05  in  1958,  now  falls 
to  11.7  for  1959 • The  England  and  Wales  death  rate  also  fell  from  11.7 
in  1958  to  11.6  in  1959*  226  of  these  deaths  occurred  in  persons  aged 

75  years  or  over,  this  figure  being  a reduction  of  12  on  the  1958  figure. 

7 deaths  were  attributed  to  accidents,  and  4 persons  committed  suicide. 

4 persons  died  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  113  persons  died  from 
Cancer,  18  of  these  being  Lung  Cancer.  This  latter  figure  is  one  less 
than  the  number  of  Lung  Cancer  deaths  recorded  in  1958  - i.e.  a second 
year  in  succession  showing  a small  reduction.  One  death  was  ascribed  to 
'■Pregnancy,  Childbirth  or  Abortion'*'. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

The  notified  incidence  of  Measles  l,08l  persons  demonstrates  the 
2 year  periodicity  of  this  disease  (in  1958  only  21  persons  were  notified) 
and  V/hooping  Cough  notifications  remain  very  low  at  6 persons.  Scarlet 
Fever  notifications  (78)  were  exactly  equal  to  the  1958  figures.  No  case 
of  either  Diphtheria  or  Poliomyelitis  was  notified  and  the  Dysentery  figure 
of  6 is  again  identical  to  the  1958  figure.  The  number  of  new  cases  of 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  (l4)  is  a very  welcome  reduction  on  the  figures  for 

1958  and  1957.  B.C.G.  Vaccination  of  13  year  old  school  children 
continued  very  satisfactorily  and  the  acceptance  rate  was  well  maintained 
at  about  80%, 

Considerable  progress  was  made  with  Poliomyelitis  Vaccination  during 

1959  and  a table  has  again  been  included  to  show  the  position  at  the  end 
of  the  year. 
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In  view  of  the  alteration  in  the  water  supply  during  the  year  with 
the  introduction  of  River  Dee  water,  a slightly  more  detailed  report  is 
included.  It  is  not  easy  to  explain  the  three  unsatisfactory  samples, 
similar  samples  taken  at  the  same  time  from  the  address  proved  entirely 
satisfactory  and  in  2 cases  subsequent  samples  from  the  same  houses  also 
proved  satisfactory.

MEDICAL  EXAMINATIONS 

During  the  year,  l60  persons  were  medically  examined . Of  these  86  were 
examined  in  conjunction  with  the  Corporation's  Superannuation  and  Sickness  Pay  Schemes 
62  were  County  Staff  or  persons  seeking  entry  to  a Training  College , and  12  were  of 
persons  applying  for  a Taxi  Driver's  Licence. 

MORTUARY 

During  the  year  92  bodies  were  taken  to  the  Mortuary  and  88  Post  Mortem 
examinations  were  carried  out. 

MORAL  WELFARE 

I am  indebted  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Crewe  and  District  Committee  for  Prevention 
and  Rescue  work  which  deals  with  moral  welfare  in  Crewe  and  the  surrounding  area , and 
a.l0O  maintains  the  St.  Hilda's  Home,  71 1 West  Street,  Crev\fe  , for  the  following 
information: - 

During  the  year  there  have  been  28  girls,  and  22  babies  in  St.  Hilda's  Home  and 
over  70  outdoor  cases  have  been  advised  and  helped  in  various  ways. 
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Of  the  28  girls  received  into  the  Horae,  8 went  straight  into 
employment,  3 left  to  be  married,  9 returned  to  their  families, 

3 went  into  lodgings  and  6 went  on  to  other  Homes » 4 babies  went 

home  with  their  mothers,  1 went  to  the  Church  of  England  Children's 
Society,  1 to  the  National  Children's  Hom.e , 1 was  taken  into  the 

care  of  the  local  authority  and  15  v/ere  adopted. 

Of  the  outdoor  cases  assisted,  25  girls  went  to  Maternity  Homes 
away  from  Crewe. 

WATER  SUPPLY 


In  addition  to  the  samples  taken  by  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector’s  staff,  28  samples  of  filtered  water  were  taken  by  the  Mid. 
S'.  South  East  Cheshire  Water  Board,  and  all  but  3 of  those  were  found 
to  be  satisfactory. 

Early  in  October  the  source  of  the  water  supply  changed  and  in 
view  of  this  the  following  is  submitted  as  a typical  report:-

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  G-entlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  tv^elfth  annual  report  on  the 
work  of  the  public  health  inspectorate.  The  period  imder  review  has  been 
one  of  intense  activity  and  reflects  great  credit  on  the  staff  for  their 
zealousness  and  determination  in  carrying  out  the  ever  increasing  duties  of 
the  department.  The  Y/ork  of  the  public  health  inspector  is  not  creative 
in  the  true  sense  of  the  v/ord  nor  is  it  spectacular  but  it  is  a calling  of 
considerable  importance  to  the  community  concerned  as  it  is  Vvnth  the 
fundamental  necessities  of  a healthy  life  - good  living  and  Y/orking  conditions, 
pure  food  and  clean  air. 

During  the  year  tvYO  clearance  areas  v^ere  declared  - West  Ward  No.  5 
(Alexandra  Street)  Compulsory  Purchase  Order  and  Wfest  Ward  No,  6 (Orchard  Place) 
Clearance  Order,  involving  105  houses.  In  addition  17  houses  were  dealt  vvdth 
under  the  "individual  unfit"  procedure,  3 of  v;hich  were  owned  by  the  Council. 

In  June  1959  the  G-overnment  introduced  the  House  Purchase  and  Housing 
Act,  1959  with  a vie?/  to  encouraging  home  ovmership  and  raising  housing 
standards.  Part  II  of  the  Act  introduced  a neYv  system  of  standard  grants  to 
supplement  the  existing  system  of  improvement  grants,  and  at  the  same  time 
made  a number  of  changes  in  the  latter  to  simplify  its  operation  and  render 
the  grants  more  attractive  to  ovmers.  The  grants  no?;  available  are  of  tv\fo 
kinds:  they  are  referred  to  as  standard  grants  and  discretionary  grants® 
Standard  grants  are  available  towards  the  cost  of  improving  a house  YHich 
lacks  certain  standard  amenities,  that  is  a bath,  w,c,  Yvash  basin,  hot 
water  system  or  foods tore.  They  are  specially  intended  to  help  the 
modernisation  of  houses  v/hich  can  be  equipped  with  these  amenities  v/ithout 
the  necessity  for  structural  additions  involving  much  new  building  work. 
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Discretionary  grants  are  payable  for  a fd.der  range  and  more  extensive  forms 
of  improvements,  including  the  conversion  or  adaptation  of  larger  houses  and 
other  buildings.  The  amount  of  the  standard  grant  is  half  the  approved  cost 
of  the  v/ork  of  putting  in  standard  amenities,  subject  to  a maximum  of  £155 
if  all  the  required  amenities  are  installed.  In  the  case  of  the  discretionary 
grant  local  authorities  have  pov/er  -to  contribute  up  to  half  of  the  approved 
expenditure  subject  to  a maximum  of  £400, 

I am  pleased  to  report  that  the  nev/  system  of  standard  grants  has  proved 
to  be  more  attractive  although  there  is  still  not  the  response  that  one  had 
hoped  for  from  preperty  ouners.  During  the  year  5^  applications,  37  of 
which  were  for  the  new  standard  grant,  were  approved  as  compared  v/ith  23  in 
the  previous  year.  Since  the  introduction  of  the  grants  scheme  I64  applications 
have  been  approved  and  by  the  end  of  1959  some  115  dv/ellings  had  been  completely 
modernised.  The  total  expenditure  ranking  for  grant  was  £25,099>  the  expenditure 
on  vrorks  not  r.anking  for  grant  £7,794  and  the  average  grant  per  house  £76,  10s. 
Ov/ners  of  tenanted  houses  are  still  reluctant  to  avail  themselves  of  the 
opportmiity  of  modernising  their  property.  I would  once  again  appeal  to  them 
to  make  full  use  of  the  grant  scheme.  By  this  means  structurally  sound  houses 
are  brought  up  to  a good  standard  of  repair  and  are  provided  with  all  the 
modern  amenities  so  necessary  in  these  days.  The  department  welcomes ' enquiries 
and  advice  and  assistance  is  readily  available  to  all  interested  parties. 

In  previous  annual  reports  the  implications  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956 
have  been  discussed  and  special  reference  has  been  ^ade  to  the  part  to  be 
played  by  the  industrialist  and  the  householder  if  real  improvement  is  to  be 
achieved  in  reducing  atmospheric  pollution.  The  Beaver  Committee  virere  of  the 
opinion  that  tids  objective  could  only  be  secured  by  a continuous  programme 
vigorously  pursued,  and  that  if  this  was  done  by  the  end  of  ten  to  fifteen 
years  smoke  in  the  heavily  polluted  areas  vrould  be  reduced  by  something  in 
the  order  of  80  per  cent.  There  are  novj  signs  that  local  authorities  are 
beginning  to  make  use  of  the  sections  of  the  Act  controlling  both  the  industrial 
and  the  domestic  chimney.  By  the  31st  Janua,ry  I96O  144  local  authorities . had 
made  smoke  control  areas,  in  68  districts  the  orders  v/ere  in  operation,  in  67 
cases  the  orders  were  confirmed  but  not  at  the  time  in  operation  and  in  the 
remaining  9 instances  the  orders  were  made  under  Local  Acts,  The  total 
acreage  covered  by  these  orders  is  33,691, 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  a special  report  on  ’Cleaner  Air’  v/as 
submitted  to  the  Health  Committee,  and  as  a result  the  Council  accepted  the 
principle  of  establishing  smoke  control  areas  and  at  the  same  time  adopted  a 
progressive  policy  i.ith  the  object  of  the  v:hole  of  the  Borough  eventually 
becoming  a smokeless  area.  Subsequently  the  Committee  was  recommended  to 
establish  the  first  smokeless  area  - Borough  of  Crev/e  No,  1 (Marshfield  Bank 
and  Vv'istaston  G-reen)  Smoke  Control  Order  - covering  some  270  acres  and 
including  859  Council  owned  houses,  192  privately  owned  houses  and  15  other 
premises, . This  area  has  no;.'  been  approved  in  principle  by  the  Minister  of 
Housing  and  Local  G-overnment  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  come  into  operation 
in  1961,  A fiurther  area  in  the  region  of  the  toYm  centre  is  imder  consideration. 
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The  visits  made  by  the  public  health  inspectors  in  connection  vidth  the 
establishment  of  these  areas  has  confirmed  the  view  previously  held 
that  the  public  are  becoming  increasingly  conscious  of  the  need  for 
cleaner  air. 

Since  194-9 > ii^  co-operation  v/ith  the  Department  of  Scientific 
and  Industrial  Research,  the  department  has  made  regular  monthly 
recordings  of  the  degree  of  air  pollution  in  the  Borough.  Full  details 
of  these  are  given  in  the  section  of  the  report  dealing  v;ith  Atmospheric 
Pollution,  In  this  regard  I v;ould  once  again  like  to  thank  the  Area 
Chemist  of  British  Railways  (Midland  Region),  R,  Emrys  Jones,  Esq., 
A.M.C.T.,  FoR.I.C,,  and  his  staff  for  their  valued  assistance  and 
co-operation. 

In  conclusion,  I vdsh  to  express  my  thanks  to  His  Worship  the  Mayor, 
the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee,  members  of  the  staff 
and  to  other  chief  officers  and  their  staffs  for  their  co-operation.

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RODENT  CONTROL,  cont 

Following  the  treatments  carried  out,  1,075  rats  and  645  mice  were 
picked  up,  whilst  the  estimated  kill  v/as  3,608  rats  and  1,091  mice. 

During  the  year  the  rodent  operators  paid  6,818  visits  in  connection 
with  the  inspection  and  treatment  of  premises, 

Tvjc  maintenance  treatments  of  the  sewers  were  also  carried  out.  946 
manholes  were  baited  and  552  takes  of  poison  bait  v/as  recorded,  shovdng  an 
estimated  kill  of  1,250  rats.

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INSPECTION  S^PERVISION  OF  FOOD 

FOOD  HY&IENE 

Food  hygiene  has  continued  to  receive  the.  attention  of  the  public 
health  ihspectorate  and  2,300  visits  have  been  made  for  this  purpose. 

The  pressure  of  other  duties  has  not,  however,  allowed  as  much  time  to  be 
devoted  to  this  important  aspect  of  the  Vvork  as  one  would  have  liked. 
Inspections  of  food  establishments  has  proved  beyond  doubt  that  there  is  a 
need  for  regular  and  systematic  visits  together  with  constant  vigilance 
in  all  food  hygiene  matters.  Much  is  being  done  by  the  food  trader  in  the 
way  of  improvements  in  storage  and  display  of  foodstuffs  but  it  is  important 
to  remember  the  basic  principles  of  cleanliness  in  relation  to  premises, 
equipment  and  persons  is  of  paramount  importance. 

All  plans  of  food  premises  submitted  to  the  Borough  Engineer  are 
scrutinised  for  compliance  with  the  various  Acts  and  Regulations  and  where 
amendments  are  necessary  the  owner  or  architect  is  advised  and  corrections 
made  before  submission  to  the  appropriate  Committees.  This  system  has  worked 
very  v^ell  indeed  and  architects  and  others  have  co-operated  fully  v/ith  the 
Department.

SUMMARY  OF  CHEMICAL  AI^ALYSES  OF  MILK  SAJffLES

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. • • “ ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 

In  February  1959  a special  report  dealing  y/ith  the  implications  of 
the  Cleaii  Air  Act  1956  and  in  particular  the  establishment  of  Smoke 
Control  Areas  was  submitted  to  the  Health  Committee.  After  careful 
consideration  the  Committee  and  the  Coimcil  accepted  the  principle  of 
establishing  smoke  control  areas  and  resolved  that  sufficient  provision 
be  made  annually  in  the  estimates  for  carrying  a progressive  policy 
into  effect. 

Later  in  the  year  the  Committee  was  recommended  to  establish  the 
first  smoke  control  area  - the  Borough  of  Crewe  No.  1 (Marshfield  Bank  and 
V/istaston  Green)  Smoke  Control  Order  - governing  some  270  acres  and 
including 859  Council  ovmed  houses,  192  privately  ov/ned  houses  and  15  other 
premises.  This  area  has  now  been  approved  in  principle  by  the  Ministry 
of  Housing  and  Loc.al  Government, 

iinother  area  in  the  region  of  the  tovyn  centre  is  under  consideration. 

Five  a,tmospheric  pollution  recording  stations  are  in  operation  in 
the  Borough  and  apart  from  outside  interference  or  damage,  have  operated 
satisfactorily  during  the  year.  The  analyses  of  the  readings  of  the 
various  stations  are  shown  in  the  -appended  tables  and  graphs.  The  first 
table  shows  readings  of  the  standard  deposit  gauges,  vdiich  measure  the 
rate  of  fall-out  of  solid  impurities  in  the  atmosphere  and  those  figures 
give  an  indication  of  the  degree  of  pollution  in  the  different  areas. 

The  second  table  shov;s  the  e2;tent  of  sulphur  gases  in  tlie  atmosphere  and 
it  vri.ll  be  noted  that  the  highest  readings  are  during  the  v/inter  months, 
suggesting  that  domestic  fires  are  very  largely  contributory  to  this 
type  of  pollution. 

Five  applications  viere  received  for  "prior  approval"  under  Section  3 
of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956,  and  notification  was  received  of  "intention 
to  install"  a furnace.  The  Health  Committee  approved  of  all  the  applications 
for  "prior  approval".
